country arrived in the city short­ 
ly after 3 o’clock yesterday 
after­ 
noon. 
The train was met by a large num­ 
ber of the local Prohibitionists and a 
brass band. The party embarked at 
once and entered 
carriages, 
which 
were waiting, and a short parade took 
place. 
The parade marched up Broadway to 
band, then followed the local Prohibi­ 
tionists on foot and then 
came the 
presidential party in carriages. 
The parade marched up roadway to arch enemy of the home and human 


of the government, from Washington 
City to the cities and towns of the 
nation at large. The saloon is a very 
center of pollution. Chicago and New 
York city represent half of the legis­

states, 
and this representation is directly in 
favor of the liquor traffic.

Chicago, Oct. 13.—Ilon. Geo. F. Mei- 
klejohn, assistant secretary of war, 
mailed a letter, dated Cincinnati, Oct. 
11, to Hon. \V. J . Bryan, at Cleveland, 
O., saying: 
In your communication to me of ihe 
10th inst. you refer to the fact that 
the ltepublicau party adheres to the 
ddoctrine that the constitution cannot 
be extended to new territory acquired 
by the treaty-making power of our 
government, nor by the military com­ 
manders of our armies. 
You then de­ 
clared that therefore the president was 
not obliged to refuse his approval to 
that portion of the Sulu agreement 
which permitted the temporary contin­ 
uance of the alleged slavery in the 


Sulu islands. 
The point to which 1 
called your attention in my communi­ 
cation was that the president did re­ 
fuse his approval, and therefore that 
portion of the agreement is not exist­ 
ing. 
I am gratified that you direct 
attention to the fact that the present 
administration does not require the 
force of constitutional provision to 
prompt it to recognize the rights of 
men. 
Permit me, however, to call 
your attention to the concluding words 
of the amendment to the constitution 
to which you refer, “ Neither slavery 
nor involuntary servitude shall exist 
within t he United States or any, place 
subject to their jurisdiction.” 
While amendments to the constitu­ 
tion are under -consideration will you 
give an explanation of the discrepancy 
between your platform this year and 
the one on which Tilden made bis 
canvass? 
Your platform declares: 
“ We. 
the 
representatives 
of 
the 
Democratic 
party 
of 
the 
United 
States, assembled in national conven­ 
tion on the anniversary of the adop­ 
tion of tiie Declaration of Independ­ 
ence. do reaffirm our faith in that im­ 
mortal proclamation of the inalienable 
rights of man and our allegiance to 
the constitution framed in harmony 
therewith by the fathers of the repub­ 
lic.” 
As framed by the fathers of the re­ 
public. 
the 
constitution 
recognized 
slavery and provided that a slave es­ 
caping into a free state did not be­ 
come free and must be returned to his 
own—art. iv., sec. 2 .class 3. 
The 
constitution as framed by the fathers 
did not contain the guarantee for the 
rights of colored citizens, provided by 
the fourteenth and fifteenth amend­ 
ments. 
The Tilden platform declared as fol­ 
lows: 
“ For the Democracy of the 
whole 
country we do here reaffirm our faith 
In the permanence of the federal union, 
our devotion to the constitution of the 
United States with its amendments 
universally accepted as a final settle­ 
ment of the- controversieis that en­ 
gendered civil war. and do here record 
our steadfast confidence in the perpet­ 
uity of the Republican self-govern­ 
ment.1'

SEVERAL SPEECHES WERE MADE 


John G. Woolley Was Not Well 
and Made a Very Brief 
Address. 


MEETINGS 
W E LL 
ATTENDED 


The presidential party remained in 
the city a little over an hour. 
The Prohibition special train hav­ 
ing on board the party candidates for 
president 
and 
a 
number 
of 
the 
Prohibition 
leaders 
of 
the 
country arrived in the city short­ 
ly after 3 o’clock 
yesterday 
after­ 
noon. 
The train was met by a large num­ 
ber of the local Prohibitionists and a 
brass band. 
The party embarked at 
once and entered 
carriages, 
which 
were waiting, and a short parade took 
place. 
The parade marched up Broadway to 
band, then followed the local Prohibi­ 
tionists on foot and then 
came the 
presidential party in carriages. 
The parade marched up roadway to 
Fourth street, out Fourth street 
to 
Washington, up Washington to Fifth, 
out Fifth to Market and thence to the 
place 
where the 
addresses 
were 
made. 
There was a fine audience present 
at the afternoon meeting, attracted by 
the knowledge of the power of John 
G. Woolley as a platform speaker. Mr. 
Woolley has always been accorded 
fine audiences and the best of atten­ 
tion by the citizens of East Liverpool, 
and we are personally aware of the 
fact that he has a very kindly feeling 
for our city and our people. He apol­ 
ogized to his hearers yesterday, spoke 
of his physical condition and said: 
“I am glad to greet an East Liver­ 
pool audience. 
I have had pleasant 
recognition at your hands on previous 
occasions. 
The fundamental position 
of the Prohibition party is as to the 
moral choice of your vote. 
It is not 
a question as to whether you shall 
elect McKinley or Bryan; it is as to 
the exercise of your ballot along the 
line of a high Christian manhood. As 
a Prohibitionist you may not be able 
to elect your candidate, but you can 
put yourself on record as in favor of 
the right and as opposed to the in­ 
famy of the 
saloon and of the rum 
traffic.

He stated that 1,245,000,000 gallons 
of intoxicating liquors were made in 
the United States last year. He spoke 
of the silver question and said

entire output of gold and silver in the 
whole world would not pay for the liq­ 
uor drank in six weeks in this coun­ 
try. 
He said the country would not 
be a bit poorer if every gallon of the 
stuff was poured out, as it made the 
jails, the penitentiaries, the asylums 
and poor houses. 
He spoke of the fact that the traffic 
turned into the state treasury every 
year $3,600,000, and it cost the state 
$7,000,000 to maintain 
it, leaving 
it 
debtor to the 
state every year $4,-

A short talk was made on the Clark 
local option bill and the army canteen 
was touched upon.

Scranton. Fa., Oct. 13.—It was learn­ 
ed here that President Mitchell is mak­ 
ing an effort to prevent the transpor­ 
tation of bituminous coal from West 
Virginia 
into 
the eastern 
markets, 
where the anthracite fuel is sold. Pres­ 
ident Mitchell held conferences on the 
subject with M. W. (iuernsey, of Har­ 
risburg, Pa., who is said by Mr. Mit­ 
chell to la* a railway union official. 
The coal that Mr. Mitchell alleges is 
being sent east Is mined by non-union 
men, wbieb prevents him from taking 
the action as lie did in the Pennsyl­ 
vania soft coal regions, where he re­ 
quested the union men not to handle 
the coal which was destined for the 
anthracite market. It is said that Mr. 
Mitchell’s plan is to have the railway 
unions take up the m atter for the pur­ 
pose of considering the advisability of 
tying up the railroads which persist 
In transporting the soft coni to the 
anthracite market. 
W hat action the 
railway men will take cannot a t this 
tim** tx* predicted. 


SETTLEMENT DOUBTED. 


M iner*' 
D elegate* A p p aren tly 
O pposed 
to A ccep tin g th e 
Ten P er 
C ent P roposition, 
Scranton. Pa., Oct. 13. — From the 
trend of the remarks of the delegates 
after the first day’s session of the min-1 
ers’ convention, although it was sa id : 
that nothing much was done, except 
organise and listen to speeches on the 
operators’ concession, It wa* gathered 
that the IO per cent proiw*sltion as it 
now stands has a very remote chance 
of being accepted. 
The delegates 
seemed to l>e almost unanimous that 
the operators should first make con­ 
cessions In the other grievances before 
tin* ofter is accepted by the mine work­ 
ers. 
Great stress was laid upon the 
necessity 
of abolishing the 
sliding 
scale and substituting therefor a ton­ 
nage basis on which to fix the rate of 
wages. 
The proi>osition of having the 
operators guarantee a fixed time for 
paying the advance was also thor­ 
oughly discussed, while not a few dele­ 
gates said they would be satisfied with 
nothing but a more liberal increase in 
wages. 
The mode of procedure Is a matter 
which is now occupying the attention 
of Inlier lenders. 
In case the conven­ 
tion comes to a definite understanding 
on some proposition, the question has 
been asked how the operators will be 
advised, in view of the fact that the 
latter have repeatedly said they would 
not recognise the union. 
President 
Mitchell well knows that phase of the 
strike, iind none of tin* other labor 
leaders will venture an opinion. 
That the present conveutIon will 
come to some definite conclusion was 
mil generally believed last night. It is 
the opinion of several of the labor 
leaders that the convention, as at pres­ 
ent constituted, is a little unwieldy. 
There was a move on foot that the 
various projHiHitinns, as they are sug­ 
gested by the did cgs tea, should lie sub­ 
mitted to a committee appointed by 
the convention for consideration, and 
that this committee make a rciiort to 
either this or a second convention. 
’Phis movement, however, did not gain 
much of a start. Some of th*' delegates* 
think that tile whole subject should lie 
left In the hands of the national offi­ 
cers, as hinted at by President Mit­ 
chell in his brief remarks just lieforc 
the convention went into secret ses­ 
sion. 
Mr. Mitchell is very popular 
among the miners.

Weidman’** 
intervention, 
in 
which Dewey, to tile writer, promised 
the Filipinos independence, placed at 
his disposal his th et tor the convey­ 
ance of both Filipino leaders and their 
arms,held out the hoi** that the United 
bt a tea would supply .them with lur 


mer arms, ann assured them that tim 
United States would not take one inch 
of the Philippine islands. 
Mr. Wildman said in part that F. 
Agoncillo and T. Kandieo asked permis­ 
sion to have an Interview with Ad­ 
miral Dewey before lie left for Ma­ 
nila. 
Their professed object was to 
obtain Ills permission to reopen the re* 
bellon aga ii st Spain. Dewey agreed to 
an interview. 
On April 27 In* took to 
tile Olympia In Mirs bay in the tugboat 
Fame. Sandico, Garchitorena and Ale- 
jandrino 
After a council of officers 
in Admiral Dewey’s room the admiral 
requested Ins chief of Staff, his Hag 
lieutenant and Wildman to interview 
the Filipinos and report to him. Ad­ 
miral Dewey did not see any of tho 
three men. The conversation was car­ 
ried on in English with Sandico. Very 
little of it was translated for the ben­ 
efit of tile rest. 
When told that Ad­ 
miral Dewey was Incline*, to permit 
tile three to go to Manila on the coll­ 
ier Nanslian if they could give any 
good reason for doing so. 
They said 
they did not wish to go to Manila un­ 
til the American squadron had first 
disnosed of the 
Spanish squadron. 
They had left all their clean linen, 
toothbrushes, etc.* In Hongkong, ami 
could not take so long a voyage with­ 
out them. 
Wildman told them that 
Hongkong was the best place 
for 
them, and Captain Coghlan. who came 
Into the room, made so much fun of 
them that Alejaudrlno decided to ac­ 
company flu* squadron lf on Goghlan’s 
guarantee lie would lie supplied with 
a new suit of underclothes. Onrehito* 
rena declined to accompany bis col­ 
league on the excuse that his wife was 
ill. 
Sandico said lie had no idea of 
going as a diplomat and not a sol­ 
dier. 
Wildman took them both back 
with him in the Fame tin* same after­ 
noon. and Alejandrino was immedi­ 
ately taken to tile collier Nanslian. 
After the battle of Manila bay Ad­ 
miral Dewey gave the Filipino permis­ 
sion to land at Cavite and join bls 
friends. 
Ile, however, declined to do 
so unless the admiral furnished him 
With a marine guard. 
He remained 
on the Nanslian until it was conven­ 
ient for the admiral to return him to 
Hongkong, which occurred within a 
fortnight. 
Admiral Dewey confirmed the above.

A RICE WILL FILED.

If either oue is dead the 
remaining one gets it. and lf they do 
not need all the Income they can dis­ 
u s e of it to other relatives named. To 
tin* executors is also left $10,000 for 
the lament of the testator’s sister, Mi­ 
nerva It.

The executors are

STRIKE STILL A FACTOR.

Weather Bribed Trad*. 


New York, Oct. 13.—II. (J. Dun A 
C o’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in part: 
More seasonable weather had Impor­ 
tant Influence throughout the country, 
but the coal strike continued as the 
restraining factor in business. 
As 
speculation everywhere- is on a small 
scale the effect is minimized, 
Lower 
prices recently for some iron prod^rts 
I n>n»e, 
have been without disturbing 
and the firmer market for print cloths 
and strong quotations for lumber show 
that iu some directions iii tin* great in­ 
dustries a small Increase in demand is 
capable of raising prices. 
The situa­ 
tion still promises a recovery when pol­ 
itics and the strike are settled. 
Dis­ 
tribution of merchandise at the west 
Is still very active. The working force 
is increasing steadily, and in railroad 
and manufacturing circles in the mid­ 
dle west scarcity of tailor is causing 
uneasiness. 
Fear of tight looney has 
made some men hesitate, but higher 
rates result from tin* activity of the 
movement of cotton at high prices in 
the south. 
At the moment the move­ 
ment of gold from Europe has tended 


to relieve the tension in New Yon?, 
and gold is still coming from Aus­ 
tralia. 
Pig Iron production has been further 
reduced, according to The Iron Age. 
On Oct. I weekly capacity of furnaces 
in blast was 223.100 tons, against 231,. 
778 Sept. I. and 200,376 June I. Stocks 
at furnaces continue to accumulate, 
gaining 30,841 tons in September. 
gratifying feature is the evidence thatS*i 
supplies in consumers’ hands are low. w 
Quotations of iron products are steady, 
and foreign buying continues, two con­ 
tracts of importance being placed. Pipe 
makers are buying qualities of pig, 
while ear and ship builders are also 
urgent bidders for material. 
Wheat declined without the aid of a 
government report. 
Domestic condi­ 
tions arc generally satisfactory, and 
foreign crop news cheerful. Corn re­ 
mains steady iii the face of tho decline 
in condition. 
Foreign buying is small, 
Atlantic exports in two weeks amount­ 
ing to 4.831.878 bushels, against 0,177,- 
148 last year. 
Sales of wool at the three chief cast- 
* 
em markets steadily increased, reach- 
I 
ing 3.947,000 pounds, against 3.417,205 
the preceding week. 
There is no such 
speculation as a year ago, but the sales 
go immediately into mills. Prices were 
not affected by lower figures at the 
London sale, which 
had been dis­ 
counted. 
Failures for the week were 223 in the 
United States, against 104 last year, 
and 32 in Canada, against 27 last year.
